Up to June 30, 1921, there had 
been filed with the commission 
229 applications aggregating 14,- 
675,000 horsepower and affecting 
states, the District of Columbia 
and Alaska. 

This amount is 75 per cent 
greater than the entire water- 
power development of the United 
States today. 

It is 50 per cent greater than 
the eonrbined water power re- 
sources of Norway and Sweden, 
and considerably in excess of the 
combined resources of France and 
Italy. 

It is five times greater than the 
aggregate of all applications tiled 
with the federal government in 
the preceding fifteen years. The 
projects applied for vary in size 
from less shan 1oo horse power 
up to the 3,000,000 horsepower 
scheme of the Southern Edison 
Co. on the Colorado River.

HARDY AND PRETTY FLOWER 


California Poppy Needs Little Care 
and Furnishes a Magnificent 
Mass of Color. 


The California poppies, Escholt- 
zias, furnish one of the brightest 
materials for beds of glowing yel- 
low among the annuals. This is 
the state flower of California, where 
it grows wild in great masses, wnak- 
ing golden sheets of color. It will 
grow readily almost anywhere und 
will even survive mild winters when 
protected. ‘It will grow in almost 
any soil providing it has pleaty of 
sun. . 

Its gray-green folisge is ornamen- 
tal and makes a fine foil for the 
hundreds of golden cups it pro- 
duces. While the type of the flower 
is yellow or orange there are cream 
and rose-colored varieties equally 
handsome and attractive. 

This native of the golden West 
has been taken in hand by plant. 
breeders and many beautiful new 
varieties have been introduced. It 
should be sown where it is to bloom 
as, like most of the poppy family, it 
objects to being transplanted. The 
seed is coarser than that of most of 
the poppies and its even distribu- 
tion is not so difficult.

In apportioning the taxes a 
rule that may be called a univers- 
alone should be kept in mind. 
That is, every man must pay for 
what he chooses to obtain. 

Personal safety is the right of 
every man; poor or rich, weigh 
equally. : 

The protection of an estate, a 
showplace, say, bursting with 
priceless furnishings, involves 
more public outlay than does that 
of a cabin, and the owner of such 
an estate should be proportionate- 
lv taxed. He chooses, and should 
pay for his preference. 

This is an equable discrimina- 
tion. If he chooses luxuries he 
should willingly pay proportionate 
taxes. One taxpayer living hum- 
bly and frugally should not be 
forced to pay proportionately as 
great a tax on his potatoes, cab-\ 
bages and rumpsteak as his 
neighbor satisfied only with Lu- 
cullian diets. 

Taxes should be levied assnear 
the fountainhead as is practical. 
At the factories.the goods should 
be valued. Imported goods should 
be valued at the wharves. The 
values being fixed, the rates 
levied should depend in a large 
measure omthe probable uses of 
the goods. All that tends to build 
up a nation of strong men and 
cultured, should be favored to the 
limit. All that tends in the oppo- 
site direction should be burdened 
to the point of exclusion.

checks with cash. 

This was her tearful plea when de- 
tectives placed her under arrest at 
the Chancellor hotel, and she learned 
that her philosophy stood for naught 
in the commercial world. 

Miss Rylee was originally arrested 
on a charge of passing a worthless 
check for $39 on a Los Angeles firm, 
but it subsequently was learned by 
the police that she had cashed checks 
amounting to nearly $200 on local 
merchants, and she will be prosecuted 
here. 

Her blue gray eyes were swollen 
after a sleepless night of weeping 
when she discusse! her plight, Octo- 
ber 5. 

“Oh, please believe me when I say

Of course I knew that what I did was 
not quite—dquite regular. But, I 
thought that when I did not have any 
money and really needed a wardrobe 
badly that people with lots and lots 
of money and flourishing business 
would be content to wait for me to 
make good the checks. I have always 
been like that. If I ever had more 
than some one else I have always 
been willing to share with the less 
fortunate. 

‘““Many times people have done lit- 
tle ungrateful things to me and I 
have never judged them too harshly. 
Only a few weeks ago a girl friend 
who had been living with me in Los 
Angeles disappeared one day with my 
entire wardrobe. I treated it phil- 
osophically and decided that she 
needed the clothes more than I. But 
it left me in need of clothes and I 
have got myself into trouble getting 
them. I love pretty things as every 
girl does, and that is what led me to 
he so impulsive. I really meant no 
wrong and I intend to pay the money 
back if only the merchants will wait. 

Miss Rylee’s statement that she 
“loved pretty things” was evident by 
the tasteful attire she wore. Her 
dress consisted of a neat semi-tailored 
suit, black satin pomps and sheer silk 
hose, all a mosting contrast with her 
dark auburn hair and fair com- 
plexion, but woefully out of place as 
prison dress.

PRESIDENT. REVIEWS 
U.S. MARINES IN FIELD 


Camp Harding, Wilderness, Va.— 
On the Virginia hills, where once the 
Union and Confederate armies clashed 
in the Battles of the Wilderness, 
President Harding last week reviewed 
a field force of United States Marines 
and voiced his unbounded pride in 
them as an effective factor in the de- 
fense of our re-united nation. In- 
fantry, artillery and many special 
units were represented among the 
5,000 men who were reviewed by the 
President at the conclusion of his 
week-end visit here to witness the 
maneuvers of the Marines East Coast 
Expeditionary Force.

A half hour prior to the review, 
after church services held in a natural 
amphitheater on the maneuver 
grounds, Harding had voiced even 
stronger praise for the ‘Leather- 
necks.”

chaplin’s pulpit, and said.

$90,000 LOSS IN OlL 
BLAST AT MARTINEZ 


Force of Explosion Felt Ten Miles 
and Plant Is Threatened 


San Francisco.—One of the huge 
stills of the Associated Oil Company 
at Avon, four miles east of Martinez, 
was wrecked by explosion and fire 
early October 5, with a loss of $50,- 
000. The force of the blast was felt 
for ten miles and the sight of the 
blazing oil was visible the same dis- 
tance. Fire departments from Mar- 
tinez, Concord, Oleum and Richmond 
had the fire under control several 
hours later, but not until it had de- 
stroyed the still and had threatened 
the plant. No one was injured. 

Operations of the plant will not be 
interrupted, company officials said, 
except as regards the destroyed still. 

Several officials, who had gone to 
investigate, said the cause of the ex- 
plosion has not been determined and 
issued the following statement: 

“The fire started at 4:40 a. m. with 
an explosion inside the brick walls 
of one battery of stills, wrecking one 
side and the front of the wall. The 
fire was confined to this one battery 
doing no damage to the rest of the 
plant. It was extinguished three 
hours later. The operation of the 
refinery will not be affected except 
as regards the destroyed still. The 
loss will not be more than $50,000. 
The cause of the explosion is not yet 
known, but a thorough investigation 
is being made.” 

Workmen said the blast was prob- 
ably caused by bolts in the bottom of 
the still working loose, allowing oil 
to escape to the fire below, which 
ignited it. 

Standard Oil fire fighters from 
Richmond, first on the scene, found 
the fire spreading along the pipe lines 
and threatening other parts of the 
plant. The firemen from the Shell 
plant at Martinez, from the Union at 
Qleum and from Concord arrived im- 
mediately afterward with their chemi- 
cals, and the blaze was soon under 
control. It broke out again at 8

Mrs. Morris, according to Beagley, 
was divorced from her husband, who 
was a railway mail clerk, traveling 
out of Oakland. She was addicted 
to liquor, Beagley said, and as soon 
as she had been cured of the habit 
they had planned to marry. 

The woman had been in the habit 
of keeping about her person and her 
apartment a considerable quantity of 
diamonds and other jewelry valued 
at more than $1000 and several hun- 
dred dollars in cash. At their last 
meeting on Friday night, Beagley 
said, he had prevailed upon her to 
deposit these valuables in a safe de- 
posit vault in the Liberty Bank. She 
was in the habit of carrying her 
money in her stockings, according 
to Beagley. The fact that no money 
was found on the woman’s body and 
that her stockings were torn to 
pieces lead the police to believe she 
may have been robbed by her mur- 
derer. : 

As soon as Beagley had identified 
the body, Deputy Coroners Frank 
Becker and Antone ‘Ilrabucco wired 
the woman’s mother in Winnemucca 
and sealed up her room at the Hotel 
Hale. 

William Sheehan, 3354 Sixteenth 
street, a teamster employed by the 
Pacific Drayage Company, is being 
held for the woman’s murder on 
information supplied by Thomas 
Carrol Skelton, 642A Natoma street, 
who with his wife found the body 
about 12:30 Sunday morning. 

Skelton told the police that he 
had driven Sheehan and another man 
named John Mort to the beach, and 
on their return had found the 
woman walking alone in the park. 
Skelton said Sheehan had expressed 
a desire to talk to the woman, and 
Skelton had let him out of the car, 
and proceeded to town where he left 
Mort, and met his wife, who quit 
work at the Liberty Bakery, 142 
Sixth street, at 12 o’clock. Skelton’s 
final statement to the police was 
that they had driven back to the

San Francisco.—A charge of per-

The perjury charge grows out of 
the testimony given by Mrs. Wood- 
cock two years ago at the trial of 
her husband, Edgar Woodcock, prin- 
cipal of the sensational murder of 
Edward Kelly.

Condemned Man Hears First Degree 
Murder Verdict Without Emotion 


Lakeport.—Rev. John A. Spencer, 
former clergyman of this place, 
charged with the murder of his wife 
on. July 27, was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree October 
8, after the jury had been out six 
hours and a half. At 12:30 o’clock 
the verdict stood 11 to 1 fer convie- 
tion, the final unanimous verdict oc- 
curring a few minutes later. The 
jury recommended that the prisoner 
be sentenced to life imprisonment. 
The prisoner, when the verdict was 
announced, showed no signs of emo- 
tion. ; 

Spencer was arrested in San Jose, 
August 20, on warrants issued from 
Lake county, where the crime was 
alleged to have been committed. He 
was with a woman companion, 
known as Mrs. E. D. Barber, who 
afterward was also arrested in con- 
nection with the case, but was re- 
leased. Spencer’s friendship with 
Mrs. Barber, who had lived in Santa 
Rosa under the name of Mrs. Emma 
D. Duncks, figured conspicuously in 
the case against him. 

Mrs. Spencer died when, according 
to the story told by Spencer to a 
coroner’s jury, she fell from a boat 
in which the couple were crossing 
Clear lake. It was more than a 
month later that District Attorney 
H. B. Churchill swore to warrants 
charging Spencer with murder. 

During the trial the prosecution 
brought out that Spencer had lived 
unhappily with his wife and had on 
several occasions been heard in 
heated argument with her. Testi- 
mony of neighbors was adduced to 
show that the minister had been in- 
timate with Mrs. Duncks during her 
residence in Santa Rosa and that 
following her removal from. that 
Place to San Jose, on account of 
public opinion, Spencer had found 
occasion to make frequent trips 
away from home. 


Before Mrs. Spencer’s death the 
authorities found that Spencer and 
his wife had executed deeds in 
escrow whereby in the event of the 
death of either the property owned 
by the decedent was to revert to the 
survivor. In the course of the trial 
District Attorney Churchill declared 
that the document which bore Mrs. 
Spencer’s signature was a forgery. 

Spencer denied absolutely that he 
had ever been unhappy with his wife 
or that his relations with other 
women had been anything but pla- 
tonic. The testimony of Mrs. P. H. 
Palmer that Mrs. Spencer had con- 
fided in her the unhappiness of the 
Spencer family life. led Spencer to 
declare that Mrs. Palmer had made 
advances to him which he had 
spurned, thus causing the woman’s 
hatred.

Barbara La Mar Back in Hollywood 
and Famous After Court Ruling 


Los Angeles.—‘‘Too beautiful to 
live in Los Angeles,” according to the 
judge who banished her to her home 
at El Centro, Reatha Watson has 
turned her beauty to good account, 
and under the name of Barbara La 
Mar has found fame on the screen, 
playing the second most important 
role opposite Douglas Fairbanks in 
“The Three Musketeers.” 

Eight years have passed since the 
judge so sternly denounced Reatha’s 
fatal beauty, and they have been 
years filled with romance and trouble, 
sunshine and shadows. Three hus- 
bands have come and gone, and the 
fourth matrimonial venture is her 
present one. 

Early in 1913 Reatha first came 
into public attention when a nation- 
wide search was started for her after 
she disappeared from her home 
simultaneously with her half-sister, 
Mrs. Violet Ake, and C. C. Boxley, a 
friend of Mrs. Ake. Later it was said 
that the girl had been kidnaped by 
“Jack Lyttle,” who married her and 
held her a prisoner in a cave near 
Yuma. She returned to Los Angeles 
and explained that “Lyttle” had died 
of pneumonia. 

It was then that the court decreed 
that Reatha was “too beautiful” and 
exiled her from Los Angeles. Reatha 
then was 17 and she staged a surprise 
comeback six months later when, in 
June, 1914, she became the bride of 
Lawrence E. Converse. This marriage 
appeared to be successful until an- 
other and earlier wife was heard 
from. 


“Matrimonial aphasia,” was Con- 
verse’s explanation. 
There was an annulment and 


Reatha testified at his trial on a 
charge of bigamy that Converse “ap- 
peared in a perfect daze.” The jury 
was sufficiently dazed to acquit Con- 
verse. 

Nicholas B. Deely was the fourth. 
After a time there was litigation, but 
the case was dropped last January 
and they are living together at a 
Hollywood hotel. 

Recognition of her picture on the 
screen, by those who remembered her 
from the days when she was sought 
far and wide, revealed her success in 
the movies.

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GOSLINGS NEED GREEN FEED 


Very Little Grain Is Required Untit 

Fowls Are Fully Feathered—- 

Water Its Essential. 

Goslings do net need feed until they 
are 36 hours old or more, when they 
should be given stale bread soaked in 
miulk or water, to which finely chopped 
botled eggs muy be added. Feed thre: 
or four thnues duily for the first two 
or three weeks, with chopped grass or 
some other green feed added, this lat 
ter to be increased in quantity from 
the first. Plenty of fresh, clean wa 
ter should be supplied, and five per 
cent of tine grit or sharp sund may 
be added to the feed or -kept in a 
hopper before the goslings. : 

After two or three weeks, if the 
gostings have a good grass range, they 
need only one light feed daily of a 
mash made up of two parts shorts 
and one part of cornmeal or ground 
oats or ground barley. After they are 
six weeks old, if they stil need extra 
feed, change the mash to equal parts 
shorts, cornmeal and ground oats, with 
five per cent meat scrap. Where the 
pasture is good, many goslings are 
raised from the time they are two or 
three weeks old to fattening time with 
out any grain feed, but the addition 
¢f a mash as described above is an ad 
vantage at all times. Whole grains are 
not usually fed until the goslings are 
well featheréd. :

COPPER IN THE AIR. 


Tt is reported that Professor
